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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, 11, and 12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haffner, U. S. Patent 5,720,515. 

3. With respect to claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 , and 1 2, Haffner teaches providing a 
vehicle having at least one seat 10 with a pivotable table 32 has a display sheet 52 with 
advertisement attached to the to a face of the table, wherein the table movable from a 
storage position to a use position thereby exposing the advertising media on the face of 
the table and hiding the advertising from view when the table is in the storage position. 

4. With respect to claim 2, Haffner teaches that sheet 52 is readily detachable from 
the face of the table by removing the sheet from the information carrier 30. The carrier is 
adhered to the table by double sided adhesive strip 62. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 3, 5, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Haffner in view of Weiman, U. S. Patent 4,809,454. 

7 . With respect to claim 3, 5, and 7, Wei man teaches an advertising sign for 
airplane, wherein the advertising display is provided with a protective non-flammable 
coating. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time this 
Invention was made to construct the display sheet taught by Haffner with :a;prpte|||| 
non-flammable coating as taught by Weiman to provide a display sheet with is resistant 
to burning. 

8. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haffner 
in view of Rink, US 200201 00760A1 . 

9. With respect to claim 10, Rinks teaches a releasable double sided tape 14 for 
removably securing a container to the interior of a vehicle. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time this invention was made to secure the 
device taught by Haffner with releasable double sided tape as taught by Rink to provide 
a means to selectively remove the device when necessary.
